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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 4/1 6/2004 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because IDS is not complying with 
the PTO-1449 form. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 12, 19,21, and 26 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
the features "first and second chambers" in claim 12 and 26, "first section and second 
section" and in claims 19 and 21, "a guide" in claim in claim 21, "a hub" in claim 26. The 
features and claimed language are not supported by the specification and drawings. 
Therefore, the features are not considered. 

3. The amendment filed 2/10/2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "first and second 
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chambers" in claim 12 and 26, "first section and second section" and in claims 19 and 
21, "a guide" in claim in claim 21, "a hub" in claim 26. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 12-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention, "first and second chambers" in claim 12 and 
26, "first section and second section" and in claims 19 and 21, "a guide" in claim 21, "a 
hub" in claim 26. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Volz et 
al. 

Regarding claim 1, Volz et al. (see figs. 1-6) disclose a motor housing for an 
electric motor comprising a housing (2) which defines space to accommodate the 
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electric motor, and a flexible partition (24); the flexible partition positioned between the 
housing and a housing cover (3) and providing a pressure equalizing cavity whereby the 
pressure equalizing cavity is connected to the outside environment via the housing 
cover. 

Regarding claims 2-1 1 , it is noted that Volz et al. disclose all the claimed features 
of the invention.
